PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 9.—The first, session of the peace conference 
between the Russian oi Japanese peace envoys has ended. 

It lasted about an hour, during which time the credentials of M. Witte 

were examined. The credentials were found to be entirely satisfactory. 

Baron Komura did not have his credentials with him, havisg left them 
at the hotel, thinking this would be only an informal] meeting. M. Witte, learn- 
_ ang this, waived presentation, taking Komura’s word for the powers they con- 
ferred, and the conference proceeded, 

The only other business transacted was an agreement on a program for 
future sessions. The next meeting will be held at 9:30 a. m. tomorrow. 

After the session the envoys spent some time in their respective offices, 
leaving the general stores building shortly after noon. They returned to 
Neweastle by launch. Baron Komura and Minister Takahira were the first 
to leave the navy yard landing. | 

The Russians followed shortly afterward, the trip to the landing being 
made by the Russians and the Japanese in separate boats. The envoys have 
agreed that the English and French languages shall be used jointly and that 
the official minutes shall be kept in the French language. 

‘A correspondent of the Associated Press was received by one of the plen- 
ipotentiaries within 10 minutes after the missions returned to Newcastle, and 
in reply to questions about the conference, he said: 

“You can say that this morning’s meeting was satisfactory so far as it 
‘went. Our next meeting will be held tomorrow morning. Provided all goes 
‘well we will get down to business then. 

“Terms were not discussed at today’s meeting.” 

While the plenipotentiaries did not get down to serious work. they felt 
well satisfied with what they accomplished today.

THREE OF DENVER’S 
BANKS IN TROUBLE 


Western Fails to Open and As- 
sistant Cashier Is Made 
Assignee. 


RUN ON 2 SAVINGS BANKS 


Denver Gives Depositors Ten 
Per Cent and Central 
Pays in Full. 


DENVER, Aug. 9.—The Western Bank, 
a State institution, failed to open today. 
A notice was posted announcing that 
Henty M. Beatty, assistant cashier of 
ihe Bek. had been appointec assignee. 
W. G. Brown is President ang W. T. 
Perkins cashier of the Western Bank. 

Up to 11 o'clock no statement was 
made by the officers of the bank. It 
is understood that a run on the bank 
was feared, as L. A. Imboden, one of 
the principal stcokholders of the Den- 
ver Savings Bank, on which a run is 
being made, is also interested 'n the 
Western. The Western’s deposits are 
in the neighborhood of $1,000,000. 

According to the banks statement 
made on July 1, 19, its resources and 
liabilities had shrunk during the pre- 
vious year from $925,386 to $816,465. The 
amount of deposits on July 1 last was 
$614,676 and the loans and _ discounts 
were $642,658. The bank's capital is 
$100,000 and its surplus $10,000. 

The run on the Denver Savings Bank 
which began vesterday was resumed to- 
day. There were about 300 people in 
line when the bank opened at 10 o'clock. 
The bank continued paying 10 per cent 
of deposits. 

Vice-President F. P. Jones made the 
following announcement:

Archbishop Placide Louis Chappelle of 
New Orleans was appointed by Pope 
Leo as Apostolic Delegate to the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

The Pope named Archbishop Chapelle 
as delegate to Cuba and Porto Rico 
years ago, but no appointment was then 
made for the Philippines. 

For 15 years Archdishop Chapelle 
-mingled with American and foreign dip- 
lomats at Washington. | 

He came to America in 1875 and was 
soon assigned to a charge in the See of 
Baltimore under Cardinal Gibbons. 

Two years later he was transferred 
to St. Matthew's Church in Washing- 
ton. 

St. Matthew's congregation numbered 
among its members representatives of 
every foreign embassy. It was called 
“the edifice of diplomats.”’ 

He became a power at the capital and 
enjoyed the confidence of statesmen, 
irrespective of creed or nationality. 

His tact won him favor at the Vat- 
ican and in 1891 he was sent to Santa 
Fe, N. M., as coadjutor of the diocese, 
with the title of Bishop of Albissis. 

In 1893 he was raised to the rank of 
Bishop. His administrative ability 
again asserted itself and the year 18% 
found him Archbishop of Santa Fe.

No person in this country, except 
President Roosevelt, and, possibly, Sec- 
retary Root, outside of the Japanese 
retinue. knows Japan's exact intention. 
No person knows definitely whether 
there will be a demand for one billion, 
or two billions, or three billion dollars. 

What a few people do know—a very 
few—ise that Japan does not expect to 
go home without a treaty.

This would be but a way of whipping 
the devil around the stump, but it may 
work out thus.

Do You Know of Weeds? 
Are theré any weeds on your prop- 
erty? 
Are there any weeds on any property 
rented, occupied or controlled by you 


in any way? 
Are there any weeds on your neigh- 


bor’s property? 

Are there any weeds on any private 
property anywhere in your neighbor- 
hood? 

Are there any weeds in any street, 
alley, gutter or sidewalk in your neigh- 
borhood or on your route to and from 
your work, or on your route to and from 
your work, or on your delivery or ‘‘call- 
ing” route? 

“"Weeds,"’ as defined by the city or- 
dinances, are ‘“‘all rank vegetable growth 
which exhale unpleasant and noxious 
odors, and also high and rank veg- 
etable growth that may conceal flithy 
deposits."’ It is illegal for “any owner, 
lessee or occupant, or any agent, serv- 
ant or employe of any such owner, lIes- 
see or occupant, having control of any 
lot of ground or any part of any lot,”’ 
to permit “weeds” thereon of a height 
of more than one foot. 


Moral Duty of Citizens, 

It is the legait duty of all policemen 
and. of the Health Department, and 
the legal privilege and the moral duty 
of all citizens, to report the existence 
of weeds on any vacant property. 

It is the duty of the Police and Health 
departments to notify the persons re- 
sponsible for the property to at once 
cut and remove the weeds. 

It is the duty of the persons so notified 
to comply with the order immediately 
upon receipt of such notice. 

Failure to immediately comply after 
receipt of notice subjects the offender 
to fine of’ from $10 to $100, with costs. 

It is within the option of the courts to 
impose even a heavier fine under the 
general ordinances concerning nuisances. 

The ordinances, and court decision» 
define ‘“‘nuisances” as “every act or| 
thing done or made, permitted, allowe 
or continued on any property, public or

The maintenance of weeds is dec!'a: ad 
by authorities and admitted by al! to 
be injurious to citizens, and therefore 
& nuisance. 

Section 625 gives the Health Commis- 
sioner power to order the abatement 
of nuisances. After giving notice he 
Shall give a hearing to the offender if 
he so requests, and if the thing or- 
dered abated is still held to be a nui- 
Sance and is not abated, the offender 
is liable to a fine of not less than $5 
nor more than , 

The Health Commissioner shail give 
notices as summonses in clvil cates 
served, and in the case of nonresidents 
notices may be given by publication for 
two consecutive days, Sunday excepted. 

In certain forms of nuisances the 
Health Commissioner is author'zed to 
abate them upon failure of the prop- 
erty owner or occupant to do 30, and 
to assess the costs against the vroperty 
88S a special tax. The St. Louis Health 
Department has never done that in the 
‘ase of weeds, however, as there is 
doubt whether the authority covers 
Such cases.

Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch contained much valuable 
information in regard to the distribution of pure 
milk and free ice among the poor of St. Louis. 

It appears that the small sum charged for the 
pasteurized milk, of those who are able to pay, does 
not meet the expense of pasteurizing and distribu- 
tion. There is a deficit of $600 a month to be met 
by contribution to the fund. 

‘This does not include the cost of the ice which is 
freely given to families too poor to buy it. With- 
out ice, the pure milk charity would be almost a 
failure, because it is among the very poor that this 
charity is needed to save life.

The real 
friends of the Russian people are the soldiers and 
the statesmen of Japan, who, by destroying or dis- 
crediting the autocracy, enable the people to attain 
national self-consciousness which shall include a 
sense of honor. To talk of the honor of Russia in 
the present condition of her affairs is to talk non- 
sense.

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LIBRARIANS AND READERS. 

A writer in the Librarian accounts for the large 
number of women employed in libraries by the sim- 
ple principle of natural selection. 

Library boards composed of men are ornamental 
instead of useful and the management falls to 
women. The library means more to women than 
to men; to the academic than to the industrial 
classes. Hence, it would seem to follow that these 
classes regulate the management. “The American 
business man,” says the writer, “is not a reader 
save of the newspaper.” 

It is certainly unfortunate if the industria] classes 
are not getting, all the benefit of the libraries, 
which are multiplying so rapidly, but it is no new 
development that men of academic habit read more 
than practical workers, and 4t is not true that these 
latter neglect the libraries. They do not read fic- 
tion, poetry or philosophy. But if anybody doubts 
the worth of the library to practical men let him 
look over the list of beoks on sanitation, municipal 
public work, chemistry, ete., in the St. Louis Public 
Library. ‘Yhese books are purchased in response 
to demands and serve a most humane interest. 

Women and the academic classes wil] see that the 
humanities are not neglected, and when the prac- 
tical men finish the sewers they are building and 
master the secrets of chemistry which bear on sani- 
tation and industry, they will probably be not dis- 
inclined to academic interests. Superior persons 
who read Browning and Hardy may think meanly 
of men who work in the muck of materiality, but 
they love to stand on a material foundation which 
is clean and wholesome and that is being provided 
by men who do not read much but are ever search- 
ing for ideas and suggestions in the books on prac- 
tical subjects which every good library takes care 
to provide.

It is: one of 
the traditions of actors that stage man- 
agers must rage; nowhere on earth save 
on wharves where mates drive rousta- 
bouts is there his equal for dramatic 
command. Other men who direct forces 
may issue orders in a quiet voice, coup- 
ling a please with the direction. If a 
stage manager undertook such a meth- 
od his force would grow lax and dis- 
organized. He must be theatrical, must 
live up to the actor's oonception of hs 
part. It is mot that they are unduly 
subservient and poor spirited that stage 
people exact this abusive violence of 
him, but the custom of the place re- 
quires it.

ST, LOUISAN IN 
BIG COAL MERGER 


Deal for Control of Mines Along 
Southern Road Being 
Closed. 


W. K. KAVANAUGH HEAD 


Thirty Shafts, Supplying Third 
of St. Louis, in $1,0U0,- 
000 Consolidation. 


A deal involving the control under 
one Management of 30 important coal 
mining properties in the Bt. Louis pi- 
tumunous coal district, extending from 
wast St. Louis to Princeton, Ind., i€2 
miles from St. Louis, is being closud. 

The mines in question are those sit- 
uated along the line of the Southera 
Kallroad. The company acquiring con- 
trol is composed of B8t. Louis ca ditai- 
isis, headed by W. K. Kavanaugh, 
President of the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
Associated with Mr. Kavanaugh are 
Larenbe N. Muren, President of tie 
Muren Coal and Ice Co., whose coa! 
mines are situated near Belleville, Ii, 
and others whose names are withheld 
at present. 

The total amount of capital interested 
in the deal is between $1,000,000 and 
$1,500,000, and the negotiations have been 
under way since Jah. 1. 

Options on all the properties desired 
have been secured and are now to be 
closed. When this is done the control- 
ing company will be organized and in- 
corporated and will assume the man- 
agement of the consolidated propertics. 
Mr. Kavanaugh is at present in Mexico, 
but is expected to return to St. Louis 
shortly, at which time the consolidation 
of the 30 coal mines will be perfected. 
It is said to be reasonably certain that 
he will be president of the company 
controlling the mines. : 


One-Third of St. Louis Supply. 


The properties included in the consol- 
idation produce about one-third of the 
coal output in the St. Louis district, ‘it 
is stated, and are therefore an im- 
portant factor in the local situation. The 
mines are all in active operation and 
are considered among the most val- 
uable properties in the St. Louis dis- 
trict. 


The uthern Railway Co. is repre- 
sented in the syndicate and will have 
a voice in the management of the mines. 

The fact that they can’ be operated 
more economically under One manage- 
ment and thus return a greater profit 
on the capital invested was the initial 
argument advanced by promoters of the 
éyndicate. 

The lower cost of production will also 
tend, it is said, to a maintenance of 
reasonably low prices to consumers. 

While the deal affects only those mines 
along the Southern Railroad, their suc- 
cessful operation under centralized 
management, it is said, will likely cause 
a movement to consolidate all the coal 
mines in the 8t. Louls district. 

It is expected that the options in the 
present deal will be closed within thirty 
days. A member of the local syndicate 
is authority for the. statement that 
there ts little possibility of a hitch in 
the deal, as all necessary options have 
been secured and the determination to 
clos the deal on the terms agreed upon 
has been reached.

NEW YORK. Aus. 9.—The stock mar- 
ket opened active and irregular this 
morning gains and losses being about 
equally distributed throughout the list. 
The trading was large'y confined to the 
professionais, overnight, orders from 
commission house sources being light. 

London prices on Americans before the 
local opening were irregular and s. ghtly 
lower and trading at that center is re- 
ported as quiet. Peace prespects re- 
main hopeful and Japanese and Rus- 
Sian bonds are firm. 

Local news over night {s mixed. Crop 
reports and prospects are highly flatter- 
ting, but these favorable influences may 
be temporarily offset by the spread of 
the yellow fever in the South. 


Price Movements. 


A number of advances resulted from 
the occasional buying movements of the 
first hour. but afterward the market be 
came dull and in some cases drooping. 
Comparatively little interest was shown 


in the coalers, Erie and Reading ruled 
below yesterday's closing. St. Paul, 
lilinois Central and Smelting were 
prominent at intervals, but tneir ad- 
vance had little stimulating effect on 
kindred stocks. Peoria & WNastern im- 
proved 2%, Smelting 2, Kansas City 
utnern preierread 1%, Deaware 
udson 1% and St. Paul, Illinois Cen- 
tral, Lead. Puliman and Havana E.ec- 
tric preferred 1 to 1%. Nasnvil.e, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis meanwhile yielded 
2 points, Corn Products preferred 1% 
and Central Railroad of New Jerscy, 
Northwestern, Wabash and Enamelins 1 
to 1%. A rise of a point in Amalgamat- 
ed Copper at 11 oclock led a general 
advance which was not well held. 


Traders Control. 
Professional traders continued to con- 
trol the market throughout the session 


and the manipulatory tactics of the past 
few days were still conspicuously ap- 
parent. On all signs of an approaching 
weakness, specia] issues were taken in 
hand and run up briskiy and these 
movements have so far tended . to 
(check all fears of a reactionary move- 
ment. The outside interest in the gen- 
eral market is, however, practically 
“nil,” the public refusing absolutely to 
be inticed into the speculative arena by 
the. bullish information that is being 
scattered broadcast over the country tu 
attract buyers. Commission houses re- 
port only a very small inquiry from out- 
side sources and this buying is being 
drawn almost entirely from the Eastern 
section of the country. Stocks in the 
loah crowd are in light demand and the 
short interest in the general list is sup- 
posedly light. 

Reports from the leading steel and 
iron markets are favorable in the ex- 
treme and the trade in general is look- 
ing forward to a period of record- 
breaking procnperity this fall. An in- 
creased demand for structural miterial 
is reported as under way for 200.000 tons 
of steel rails. The pig iron market is 
quiet and the itmprovement in this 
branch of the steel industry is slow. 


St Paul Strong. 


St. Paul came in for a good deal of 
the speculative attention during the day 
and the trading element as a whole are 
iriclined to favor the buying side of thig 
security. The price of this issue com- 
pared to Northwesiern, Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern, which show 
earning retuins of about equal ratios, 
looks comparatively cheap, while the 
unissued stock of $25,000,000 held in the 
treasury of the company, to be used 
to extend the system's lines to the Pa- 
cific Coast, if necessary tO protect the 
company's interests is the greatest as- 
surance that in any adjustment of the 
Northwestern R. R. situation, that this 
property will be exceptionally well tak- 
en care of. The Northwestern issues 
were also favorably influenced by the 
report that the telegraphers’ strike on 
the Hill system is collapsing. 

Railroad earnings continue highly 
favorable and traffic movements for 
this period of the year are satisfactory. 
Twentyreight roads for the fourth week 
of July show an average gross _  in- 
crease of 9.32 per cent, as compared to 
the returns for the same period in 1904. 
The New York Central is out with an 
excellent July statement, the_ gross 
earnings showing an increase of $691,(89. 
For seven months the company’s gross 
increased $3,408.441. 


The Money Market. 


The banks in their operations with the 
subtreasury have lost over $1,000,000 


since last Friday and the early indica- 
tions are that the coming bank state- 
ment will make a negative showing. 
The first signs of the outward move- 
ment of currency for crop moving pur- 
poses are beginning to show, and from 
now On the drain on the local financial 
institutions will mo doubt be a heavy 
one. Interest rates however show no 
tendency to harden and call and time 
funds are in abundant supply. Bankers 
are still confident that no danger of 
tight money this fall exists, but in other 
well informed circles this belief is dis- 
credited and a higher interest rate is 
believed inevitable. 


Enameling Dividend. 


The directors of the National Enam- 
eling Co. today passed the dividend on 
the common stock of the company. The 
regular dividend of 7 per cent was de- 
elared on the preferred stock payab'e, 
in four quarterly installments. The 
common stock has been prying divi- 
dends at the rate of one-half of one 
per cent quarterly or two per cent a 
year. The passing of the common divi- 
@end came as a great surprise to the 
“etrect’’ and the stock which fold at 
22 yesterday dropped to 17% on the an- 
houncement.

Wheat Advances on Cable Ad- 
vices of Poor Harvest Weath- 
er and Firm Cash Market. 


Strength of the European markets due 
to bad harvest weather abroad was re- 
flected in the domestic markets Wednes- 
day and wheat and corn sold at a smart 
advance during most of the session. The 
firmness of the cash market in the face 
of the decline in options for several 
days also lent support. Wheat men and 
millers report some very good business 
abroad as sustaining their market. Re- 
ceipts were heavier than for seve.al days 
and the early run of new wheat to the 
Northwest markets are expected to 
begin at once. With the crops in field 
and stack, conditions were ideal. 

Trade in the options was never brisk 
and at times the pit waa all but desert- 
ed. Sept. wheat opened \%e up at 79%ec 
and ranged from that figure to Sec, 
closing at 80@804ac bid, a gain of %@4c 
for the day. Dec. gained %@Xec 
to the close at 82c; 82%4c was high and 
Sl%c low.

NDW YORK, Aug. 9.—Twenty-four 
religious denominations, containing 18,- 
000,000 communicants, have each ap- 
pointed from 5 to 50 delegates to meet 
in this city on Nov. 15 to take part in 
an inter-church conference on federa- 
tion. 

The meeting will be held in Carnegie 
Halli for a week, the object being the 
federation of the Protestant forces in 


America. President Roosevelt has ex- 
pressed his Sympathy with the move- 
ment and it is exnected that one or 
more members of his Cabinet will be 
able to take part in the discussions of 
the conference. 

The 60 speakers on the program and 
the presiding officers include five bish- 
ops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
six bishops of the Methodist Episcopal! 
Church, a bishop of the Reformed Epis- 
copal Church. a bishop of the Moravian 
body, renresentatives of the Presbyte- 
rian, Congregational, Baptist and other 
denominations, two United States Su- 
preme Court justices, two judges of 


state courts, a United States Senator. 
a Congressman, a Governor, a Mayor 
and several college presidents and pro- 
fessors, editors and ministers.
